5. Liability for service in Defence Services and posts connected with Defence. — 
Any person appointed on or af ter the issue of these rules to the post of Transport 
Officer or of Agricultural Engineer specified against serial numbers 25 and 26 of 
the Schedule, shall, if so required, be liable to serve in any Defence service or 
post connected with the Defence of India, for a period of not less than four years 
including the period spent on training if any:
